The Visit of the Magi. 


MATT. 2: 1-12. 


Jn-the-vision-of the shepherds, we have 
celestial beings congratulating mankind 
on the birth of their Redeemer; and while 
ascribing glory to-God in the highest, 
they express their ardent joy in the pros- 
pect of the beneficent effects which would 
accrue to mankind from the fulfilment of 
the long foretold promise. 

But the phenomena of that night were 
not confined tothe plains of Bethlehem. 
A new luminary appeared in the* heavens 
to convey the happy tidings of the Mes- 
siah’s advent to the nations afar off. 

The publication of the shepherds was 
probably confined to a small circle. It 
was, therefore, agreeable to the wisdom 
of God that other persons should be intro- 
duced, who might: not only coadirm the 
testimony of the shepherds, but be the 
means of rousing the attentlon of the Jéew- 
ish nation, and especially of persons of 
power and influence. Accordingly certain 
Magi from the East were selected for this 
embassy. EO nian a 

These Magi were unquestionably: Per- 
sians. Although the title which 18 given 

them was used among the. Greeks ~and 

Romans, for the most part, in an oppro- 
bious sense; yet, at first, as is evident 
from ancient ‘authors, it was a term of 
honorable distinction. In early times, es- 
pecially among the ‘Persians, they were 
the learned men of the nation; philoso- 
phers; men of general information; men 
_.who had juster views of God than the de- 
based multitude around them, and a sin- 
cere and earnest desire for the kiio wledge 
of religious truth. They were, we may 
believe, devout inquirers. They felt their 
~ need of more light:~Therefore, they were 
very wisely selected from among all the 
heathen, to pay the first homage to the 
Savior in the name of the Gentile world, 
and particularly for this special. embassy: 
Their locality was also in theirfavor. An 
embassy from the West would. hardly have 

- obtained athearing from the haughty Jews. 

But illustrious strangers from the ‘East, 
the land whose valleys and river-banks 
had echoed to the harps of their prophets, 
inquiring for their Messiah, that they 
-might pay him homage, might expect a 
courteous reception. 

It should be borne in mind that an un- 
defined expectation was prevalent through- 
out the East, that_some,great personage 
was about to go forth from Judea, and ob- 
tain universal empire. Whether this 
expectationjoriginated from the prophecies 
of Isaiah and ‘David, which were probably 
retained among those nations; or from 
other sacred books of the Jews, who were 

“'geattered in every part of the East; or

Pursuing their journey in the direction 
pointed out by this miraculous signal, 
they enter the land of Judea, and repair 
with “all haste to Jerusalem, the seat of 
oracles, with the inquiry, ‘‘Where is he 
that is born king of the Jews? For we 
have seen ‘his star in the East;-and-“are 
come to worship him.”’ 

No sooner was the arrival of the Magi 
at Jerusalem announced, and the purpose 
for which they had come. made “kagwa,. 
than Herod was troubled, and all Jerusa-" 
with him:—Herod, for fear of losing his 
kingdom ;—Jerusalem, with forebodings of 
the terrible commotions and evils that 
might arise from the jealousy and in- 
flamed passions of the tyrant. 

* But why was ‘Herod’so disturbed? Why 
did “he tot rather dismiss the whole story- 
of the Magi a8 a superstitious” fancy, de- 
serving no regard? It was a very general 
belief among the Jews, that the era of 
Messiah’s “appearance, as predicted by 
their ancient prophets, was at hand. 
Herod was impressed with this same be- 
lief.He, therefore, immediately calls a 
meeting of the Sanhedrin, the body of 
men best qualified to give him the desire 
information, and demands of them, not 
whether ‘the Messiah was born, but where 
he was born. Of the fact he seems to 
have had no doubt; he was ignorant, how- 
ever of.the place. In reply’ to Herod’s 
question they answer that the Messiah | 
should be born in Bethlehem of_ Judea, 
and give their. authority by citing from 
the prophecies of Micah, ‘And thou, Beth- 
lehem, in the land of Judah, art not the 
least among the princes of Judah; for out 
of thee shall come aruler, who will govern 
my people Israel.””,-Fhe accomplishment 
of this prophecy was remarkable, a8 it 
shows how. the wisdom of God may ever- 
rule-the actions of men...For_it was in 
consequence of an edict of Augustus, the 
Roman emperor, which enjoinéd a gerie- 
ral registration, that Joseph and Mary, 
being. of the house and lineage of David, 


have their names enrolled there. Thus a 
heathen Emperor was unwittingly em- 
ployed in the accomplishment of the di- 
yine purpose. b. a¢ 

What was Herod’s next. step? Hav- 
ing obtained all he wanted from the San- 
hedrin, he privily calls the Magi, and 
inquires of them diligently -what—tinve 
the star appeared. ‘‘And he sent them 
to Bethlehem, saying, go and search thor- 
oughly for the young child; and when 
ye Kave found him, bring me word again 
that 1 may come and worship him also.’’

But 
I leave this arch hypocrite and royal 
butcher to, the reflections of my readers, 
and return to a more pleasing part of the 
narrative. 

It was probably towards evening when 
the Magi left the palace, and recom- 
menced their journey. Bethlehem was 
six miles south of Jerusalem. After clear- 
ing the immediate vicinity of the city, 
they enter on the hilly and stony road 
leading to the sweet and retired village,” 
full of expectation, when lo, to their great 
joy, the star which they had seen in the 
east country reappears, and moving slowly 
-pefore-them, as they-wind around the 
ridges of the vine-clad hills, conducts them 
into the village, and to the very house in 
which the child then was. 

The residence of these Persian Magi 
was not more than forty days’ journey 
from Jerusalem. If we suppose that the 
star first appeared to them at the ‘moment 
Jesus was born, they reached Bethlehem 
not far from that period of time. Mary 
must have remained forty days at that 
village before she carried Jesus to the 
temple to be presented to the Lord, ac- 
cording to the appointment of the law ‘of 
Moses. (See Lev. 12:2 and Luke 2:22). 
Now when she left Nazareth, in obedi 
to the edict of Augustus, and reached 
Bethlehem, after many weary steps, every 
house.in the village was taken up by the 
great crowds of,people that had gathered 
there to be enrolled; aiid there was no 
room for the holy virgin but the stable of 
an inn, in the manger of which Christ was 
born. Had-the’ Magi arrived a /little 
sooner, they would have found her where 
the shepherds found her. But the crowds 
being withdrawn, some poor family prob- 
ably, pitying her forlorn condition, had 
given her a Shelter in their own cottage. 
With what astonishment the Magi be- 
hold the star stand still over that lowly 
roof! ‘Can it be that the great Prince, 
whose coming has been the glowing theme 
of saint and seer-for long ages past, is 
housed within this mean tenement?” But. 
there can be no mistake—the star cannot 
deceive. They stoop, and enter. And 
what a scehe of humble simplicity—pre- 
sents itself to their view! They behold 
only the/young child with Mary its mother, 
in the/lowest circumstances of human 
fortune! e

When 22-years of age, he 
removed to New York, and engaged first in 
the dry goods business, later establishing 
the commission house of Sutton Smith, and 
Company at the same place.
